The  birth  certificate  doos  not,  as  a  rule,   servo  »a  an 
everyday  nasns  of  ident  ill  cation.    The  ordinary,  everyday  documents  are 
the  driver's  lioenoe,  the  draft  registration  card  (for  oen)  and  various 
passes  and  identity  papers  issuod  byjstebliahments,  businesses,   companies 
and  firms.     The  NEira0UES[S0SBD][o](>£re  of  the  opinion  that  birth  certificates 
were  formerly  issuod  by  the  ohurohea.     Now  they  are  issued  by  hospitals* 
Archives  of  birth  records  are  oarefully  preserved  by  the  Americans  and 
checking  a  oopy  of  a  birth  certificate  doos  not  causa  the  F.B^I.  any  great 
difficulty.     The  driver's  licence  [2  groups  unrecoverable]   IB*  each]  adult. 
«s  the  name  and  address  of  the  helder  are  recorded  on  it,  it  also  serves 
as  an  ordinary,   everyday  meana  ef  identification.     Licences  are  issued  by 
the  transport  department  of  the  City  Police  (Treffio  Department).    To  obtain 
them  one  has  to  fill  up  a   short  questionnaire  giving  basic  biographical 
details  and  present  a  lioenoe  from  another  state  or  pass  a  written  examination 
on  tho  traffic  regulations  of  the  city  in  question  and  a  driving  teat,    in 
nOoTican  needs  no  other  papers.     Tho  NSlGBOUff"  ufio  promised  to  draw  up  a  birth 
certificate  sold  the  other  day  that,   in  view  of  the  postponement  of  hia 
appointment  to  CnN-JX.,  his  opportunitiea  in  thia  respect  h*d  come  to  naught.

They  are  issued  to  each  sailor  arriving 
in  the  USA  for  the  first  time  after  his  fingerprints  have  been  taken.    The 
infoi*m*ticfi(MATZRIALj[a]  en  the  pass  is  checked  on  departure  from  the  port 
and  on  return.

6»       Sleeper  tickets  on  long  distanw  trains  may  be  bought  at  the  ticket 
office  two  or  thr*e  d«ys  in  advance.     Names   and  addresses  are  required  when 
making  a  reservation.    Two  or  three  trains  a  day  .leave  for  NEW  YORK.     The 
trip  takes  up  to  five  d«ys  and  one  must  change  in  CHICAGO.     The   southern 
route  through  NEST  ORUtAHS  should  be  rejeoted.
